Dr. Ruth McDaniel Wright, a na- 
rive of Pettis county, was drowned 
last week iii a stream near Char-1 
lcs City, Iowa, together with two I 
daughters and a son-in-law’, while j 
out boating. 
Mrs. Wright was born at H o u r J 
Ionia and reared in that commun­ 
ity. 
Her parents, Mr. and Mrs.! 


Vs illiam Mi Daniel are long since 
dead. 
She was married to 
J. 
ll. 
“Little Joe” Wright, a son of Rev. 
Joe Wright, one of the hest known 
Christian ministers 
in 
Central 
Missouri, 
who died many yeai;s 
ago. Mrs. Wright is a sister of Ira 
McDanel, a Sedalian. 
She has a 
number of other brothers and .ris­ 
ers, one of them bi ing Mrs. Lee 
Hanley, in the north part of the 
county, near Bethlehem church. 
The following 
account 
of

tragedy is from

City 
newspaper and wras recently re­ 
ceived by Mrs. Betty Jenkins, step 
mother of Mrs. Wright: 
The citizenship of Charles City! 
was never more wrought up, nor 
more deeply stirred than when it 
became generally known 
Monday 
forenoon that Dr. Ruth M Wright, 
her daughters. Agnes (Mrs. Her­ 
bert Dennis) and the hitter’s hus­ 
band. Prof. 
Herbert Dennis, along 
with the first named’s daughter Iris 
bad been drowned the night previ 
ohs in the waters of the Cedar ri­ 
ver. 
The calamity occurred dur­ 
ing the height of the severe elec 
ti ical 
storm, 
accompanied 
by 
heavy rain and high wind, which 
swept this territory’ between the 
hours of nine p. rn. and three o'­ 
clock a. rn., lienee none of the par­ 
ticulars will 
ever 
be 
disclosed. 
Therefore, only surmises as to the 
leading events in the tragedy can 
be offered, and one is as plausible 
•is another. 
First, the victims of the accident 
‘eft I he city about one o’clock in a 
canoe belonging to 
Miss 
Lillian 
Prottengeer, for a jaunt up the riv­ 
er and reached Brackett’s grove 
safely and spent the intervening 
hours, until the approach of the 
storm, in bathing and eating theii 
lunch, for which Jiad been provid 
cd ample facilities. 
The Incidents 
of the trip down the river can only 
be surmised, the picture of the 
ending of a happy day in dire dis 
aster be hastily drawn. The river 
at the point where the canoe prob 
ably overturned is a treacherous 
piece of water owing to the cross 
currents and eddies in th? stream 
created b.v the piers and the in 
flow of w’ater from the eKllog ba 
von which discharges a consider 
able volume of water into the main 
channel near the point. 
Once in 
the water probably the usual inch 
dents of such siuations developed 
and the most tenable theory is 
that Mrs. Wright was assisted to 
the overturned canoe,Where, 
sh0 
clung until exhausted, all the time 
floating down 
stream 
until 
her 
hold on the canoe was lost and she 
fill into the water .opposite the 
camp on the Kitcherer 
property 
Ii is probable, also, that Prof Den­ 
nis, and Miss Iris Wright, both of 
whom could swim, sought to assist 
Mrs. Dennis to shore and all Ins* 
their lives in the ensuing struggle 
tor the bodies were all found in a 
small area about forty feet above 
the railway bridge and a few feet 
south of the center of the stream 
When taken from the waters of 
the river the body. of 
Miss 
Iris 
Wright, evidenced. ’ that c she 
had 
made a heroic struggle to save her 
sister,. Miss Iris and Mr. -.Herbert 
Dennis were excellent swimmers 
and canoeists and well equipped in 
that way to save their relatives, 
but it w’as a task 
too 
great 
for 
them, and they made the supreme 
sacrifice, dying with them. 
Tt is 
also among the probabilities that 
it was due lo their efforts that 
their mother was placed on the 
cv en lim ed boat where they thought 
lier safe, and then gave their en 
tire effort to accomplish the rescue 
of the other sister from her peri 
lous position.

In 1903 she wa; united 
in marriage with J. B. Wright,

graduate of the same school, and 
in 1914 they came to Charles City 
to practice their profession. 
To 
this union was born nine children, 
four of whom survive, a son hav­ 
ing died a few years ago, immedia­ 
tely following an automobile acci­ 
dent.
